Court action to test the validity of 
the automobile license law will be be- 
gun immediately, members of the 
newly-formed Truck OwnerB' Protec- 
tive League announced yesterday. The 
league was formed on last Friday 
night in Covington by truck owners 
of Campbell and Kenton counties who 
protested vigorously against the high 
license rate which they are compelled 
to pay for trucks In 1921. 

Among arguments advanced by the 
members is that the law Is excessive 
and that the license charge for pleas- 
ure care has not by a large percent- 
age increased In proportion to the cost 
of truck licenses. Another member 
said that licenses for trucks In Ohio 
is ,so much lower than in Kentucky 
that it makes competition between 
Arms on this side of the river and on 
the other side unfair. Some owners 
went so far as to say that If the law 
Is held valid they will have to aban- 
don their machines.

Augusta. Ky., Dec. 21. — Edward 
Moore, Ludlow, Ky., and Thomas Mc- 
Guffey. Point Pleasant, W. Va.. divers, 
placed chains about the sunken wreck 
of the U. S. towboat Margaret in the 
Ohio River about three miles below 
Augusta today, preparatory to rais- 
ing the steamer which carried eleven 
persons to death when It went down 
Saturday ntght. 

Two bodies had been recovered to- 
day. That of Thomas Sellers, 30, Au- 
gusta, found late yesterday near the 
submerged craft, was removed to his 
home. 

Hill Post. American Legion, of 
which Sellers, an overseas veteran, 
was a member, will have charge of the 
funeral tomorrow. 

Lewellen Hiles, 38. Augusta, was 
burled today at Johnsvllle, Ky., his 
former home. 

Clinton Harris, commander of the 
government river fleet, who Is In 
charge of raising the steamer, said to- 
day it may be two or three days before 
dredges can bring the hulk to the sur- 
face. 

Though a coroner's jury wh'ch 
viewed Sellers' body returned a sec- 
ond verdict of neglect on the part of 
Captain George J. Hart, 61, who w<>nt 
down with his steamer, Mrs. Hart as- 
sorted today he was not to blame. 

"My husband was compelled to 
work the packet In heavy winds, 
which strained the boat and caused 
seams to open," she said. "He was not 
responsible for the disaster." 

Major H. V. Plttman, In charge of 
construction of Dam 34, whose wife 
and daughters were drownod, went to 
the scene of the tragedy today to ne- 
slst in the search for their bodies. 

The fact that the government 'g- 
nores entirely, so far as Its own boats 
are concerned, safeguards It throws 
about commercially owned vessels 
i responsible primarily for the 
Margaret's sinking, according to the 
sieamboat men. 

Government boats are not liable to 
Inspection laws. Captain John Abra- 
ham, Lo U |gvi|ie steamboat Inspector, 
says, according to a Louisville dis- 
patch. V 

Abraham said the Margaret was 
docked last March and he Inspected it 
at request of government officials. The 
boat at that time was In good condi- 
tion, he said.

— Prices of 
from 20 to 25 cents a pound for bet- 
ter grades of hurley tobacco in sev- 
j eral Blue grass counties is bein paid 
by "speculators" and "pinhookers," 
John W. Newman, head of the Hurley 
Tobacco Growere' Association an- 
nounced today. Mr. Newman said he 
had received this Information from 
reliable sources. 

A final mass meeting of the Blue- 
grass tobacco growers before the 
opening of the Lexington market will 
be held In the court house Thursday. 

General officers and county chair- 
men of the Burley Tobacco Growers' 
Association will hold a conference In 
Lexington January 3 to receive a final 
report of the day's sales to decide 
whether the crop would be held off 
of the market 

The market opens the morning of 
January 3. The Farmers' Union of 
Fayette county has asked the burley 
association to communicate with the 
"Big Four" manufacturers and re- 
quest them to suggest a solution to 
the present tobacco situation.

CONSOLIDATION IS 
THE KEY TO RURAL 
SCHOOL PROBLEM 

Says Prof. J. Virgil Chapman, State 
Supervisor of Rural School 
In Kentucky. 

J. Virgil Chapman, state supervisor 
of rural schools, is pleased with the 
growth of sentiment for consolidation 
of rural schools In Kentucky. 

"While our average citizen, if we 
can really define an average citizen. Is 
somewhat backward In adopting new 
methods, he certainly goes like sixty 
when he does start." says this student 
of rural problems in advocating con- 
solidation' as the key to their solution. 

He points out that while the state 
has been tardy in comparison with 
many states, both North and South, In 
thus Improving their county schools, 
there are now at least a score of coun- 
ties with typical consolidated schools. 
These are demonstrating their superi- 
ority to Uiose of the smaller type, with 
one teacher vainly trying to teach for- 
ty or fifty students of eight grades and 
with about nine minutes for a recita- 
tion. 

At least fifty more motor vehicles 
are now In use than there were two 
years ago. One of these usually dt 
the work of two horse-drawn vehicles. 
Mr. Chapman says. 

Mr. Chapman has devoted much 
time to the study of consolidated 
schools in this and other states. He 
realizes that in many sections, be- 
cause of bad roads, rivers and moun- 
alns, consolidation on any large scale 
Is not feasible, but be sees no valid 
argument against It wherever the 
pikes are in good condition and the 
value of property adequate to support 
such a system 

Mr. Chapman recently inaugurated 
movements for consolidation of Logan 
and Bracken counties. He has Just 
returned from Owen county and ex- 
pects to leave Monday for Owensboro 
to assist In the consolidation of sev- 
eral rural schools In Daviess county.
